$1,095,000 ; circulation 8250,000; and 
deposits, $2,855,000. At the clearing 
house it was a debtor, this morning, in 
$04,000, which nas paid. 'Depositors 
and note holders will lose nothing. 
Stockholders will be the only losers. It 
is thought tho capital is impaired one- 
half.
